SAN FRANCISCO, ()---Cali- 
fornia factory employment reg- 
istered the sharpest December to 
January pe-centage decline since 
January, 1939. The drop of 
about 5 per cent placed the to- 
tal of production workers at 457,- 
600 against 480,700 in December, 
Phil Scharrenberg, director of in- 
dustrial relations, reported today. 

He said the decrease was gen- 
eral in nearly all manufacturing 
industries and was of a seasonal 
and non-seasonal nature. 

Preliminary reports, he said, in- 
dicated the primary steel indus- 
try appeared to be an exception 
to the general downward trend. 

In durable goods industries, 
the decline was most noticeable 
in lumber, iron and steel fabri- 
cated products, machinery, fur- 
niture and_ shipbuilding. 

Most affected in the nondur.| 
able goods industries were foo 
products and apparel. 


Buying Agency. 
Is Proposed 


WASHINGTON, (?) The 
government’s multi-billion dollar 
“housekeeping” chores — buying, 
record-keeping and building man- 
agement—should be céntered in 
a new agengy, the Hoover com- 
mission has told Congress. 

Creation of a new “Office of 
General Services,” directly under 
the President, was proposed in 
the commission’s third report on 
federal reorganization. The idea 
is to “almost completely elimin- 
ate purchasing offices in the 
smaller agencies. 

The office would manage $1,- 
000,000,000 a year of civilian 
dovetail them with 
$5,000,000,000 in military buying, 
and relocate records now filling 
costly space equal to five penta- 
gon buildings. 

New Agency 

In the process, the treasury’s 
bureau of federal supply would 
disappear into the new agency. 
The national archives also would 
be enfolded by it. 

The commission, headed by for- 
mer President Herbert Hoover, 
called for simplifying a maze of 
buying regulations, declaring that 
“purchasing is consumed in red 
tape.” It asserted: 

“It is estimated that on over 
half the 58,000,000 purchase or- 
ders issued by’ civilian agencies, 
the cost of paper work exceeded 
the cost of the items purchased.” 

The bi-partisan commission, 
whose official recommendations 
are expected to become law in 
many cases, also proposed: 

Adoption for the whole gov- 
ernment of the 1947 armed forces 
purchasing act. This raised from 
$100 to $1000 the ceiling on pur- 
chases which can be made with- 
out competitive bids. 

New Committee 

Creation of a supply policy 
committee to mesh civilian and 
militafy supply operations. ~ It 
said ‘major savings’’eare possible 
by letting one or another—but 
not both—buy items of common 
use like medical supplies. 

Slashing of stocks on hand— 
partly bought by agencies to 
avoid turning unused appropria- 
tions back to Congress—by $2,- 
500,000,000. 

Operation of a nation-wide 
system of storehouses to supply 
federal field offices. Six civilian 
agencies alone now run 748 stor- 
age centers over the country. 

The commmission’ estimated 
that 70 per cent of all stocks 
now held by federal agencies 
are in excess of need. The re- 
port said that in some ‘cases, 50- 
year stockpiles have been amass- 
ed.
